The first of the Kiectric Club's trips 
was lield yesterday, and from every 
standpoint turned out to be a great 
sucrcfla. In spite of an accident that 
happeneil to the street car carrying 
the majority of the students at the 
corner of Wellington and Centre 
streets, about 25 buddine young Edl- 
sons assembled at the offices of the 
Northern Kiectric Company on Shear- 
er at., fxactly at 2.80. So punctual 
did every one arrive a(, the appointed 
hour that one would have thousht 
they were Boing to lectures (7). / 

Before proceeding to the pUtnt, tne 
party broke up Into two groups, one 
under the pildance of Mr. Vipond, the 
superintendent of the plant, and u 
graduate of McGlll In 1907-8, the 
other under Mr. Dan, .issi.stant to Mr. 
Vipond. Startlne nt the Imiirment, 
the students Inspecied the powt-r jilunt 
where the company generate mual of 
their own electrical enerBy. In the 
boiler room, as well HS In the rust of 
the plant, there wa.s tlu- nuial up-to- 
date machinery . Tho co,il was 
brought Into un outer shed on cars and 
carts, and from here transferred to 
the boiler room by overhead conveyers, 
a lid thence to the bins above the fur- 
naces. In this < way tho coal was 
handled from the cars to the furnaces 
without being touched by liand. 

In tho engine rbom were two Cur- 
tis steam turbine.s, attacheil to two 
generators, one of 1,000 K. \V. capac- 
ity, antl the other of 2.000 K.W. capac- 
ity. Iti adilitiuti^o these were two 
sets of iiitary convertors to convi^rt 
I he alternatiiiK current to direct cur- 
rent. l>irectly below the enKlne room, 
a b.nnk of transformers were located 
so as to enable them to get power 
from outside sources in case of break- 
down or In case of a heavy demand 
on the plant. 

From here the party proceeded to 
the store room, where large piles of 
what seemed like colls of iron were 
stored. On closer examination, by 
scraping the coating of oxide, one was 
able to detect that it was copper. It 
was explained that this copper was 
received in the "rod" form from tlie 
rolling mills, while the company did 
tite "drawlnB" Itself. The colls of 
"rod" copper were taken from this 
store room to the plcklins room, in 
which were located several tanks of 
a solution of sulphuric acid and some 
other inRredlenta. Tlin copper colls 
were placed In these baths in order to 
remove the oxide from the surface, 
and from iiere were sent to the vari- 
ous "drawing" machines. The lat- 
ter proved to be very interesting, and 
occupied considérable attention. The 
wire entering these machines was 
about %ln. diameter, and after going 
through the process of "drawing" or 
stretoblng, came out In all sises from 
Ulnch downward to the finest, about 
the sice of silk thread. In passing 
through this process the wire at- 
tained a very high temperature, so 
that it had to be continually Im- 
mersed in a hath of soap and water. 
iCven then it was ao hot? on emerging 
from the machines, that one could 
not liold their hand on it comfortably. 

The firi't aid room was located In 
one corner of the same floor. Here 
again was another example of the 
company's thoroughness when design- 
ing tlie liuilding. The room was equip- 
ped with the most elaborate apparatus 
to render first aid to any employee 
meeting with an accident in the plant, 
while there was always present an 
attendant to administer to the pa- 
tient's needs. «»

rubber oooaalonaily to keeY> It from 
sticking to the rbllers. It was then 
passed on to other machinées, which 
rolled It out into sheets of the various 
required sizes. Home of the rubber, 
before proceeding to ttiesc machines, 
was vulcanized, but only where It 
was necessary. 

The third floor was devoted mostly 
to the assembly of the various large 
cables. Starting at one end of the 
room with only a few strands, It con- 
tinued on in Its slow but steady man- 
ner, giving the Various winding ma- 
chines an opportunity to put on the 
Insulation of paper, until it finally 
arrived at the other end ot the room a 
large cable about 4 inches in dla> 
meter.' The students were informed 
that this cable was being built for 
12,000 volts, and was going to be in- 
ntalled in the city. The complicat- 
ed mechanism tliat was employed in 
this process seemed to baffle the 
young engineers to the point of des- 
peration, as they failed to see what 
principle of Kinematics had liecii used 
In the design of such machines. Krom 
here the large reels were sent to 
the drj'lng ovens, and later to the 
vacuum tanks, where they were soak- 
ed In an impregnating compound un- 
der a vacuum of 29 inches of mer- 
cury-. Another thing that attracted a 
gbed deal of attention on this floor 
was the tnvparatlon and application 
of 'the lead" covering that goes over 
these liuge cablet; 

The next -'floor contained amongst 
other things, the test department, 
where all the cables were subjected to 
a Voltage much In excess of their 
working voltage, to Insure the strength 
of the insulation before turning it 
over to the customer. Tile eiectri- 
cal power used was obtained from

their generating room on 
floor. 

The remaining floors had much the 
same machinery, until the braiding 
department was reached. Here again 
were another set of complicated ma- 
chines, which braided the cotton cov- 
ering on to telephone cords, .annuncia- 
tor wire, overhead cotton covered 
wire, electric lamp cords, and the 
various other kinds of wire that re- 
quired the braiding as a covering. It 
was very hard for the party to stick 
together In this department, owing to 
lolsUhe varions attractions that retiulr.j^ 



Instead of lecturing to tho students 
of the second and tliird year yester- 
day, Mr. Justice Greenshields deliv- 
ered his iuilgment of the Moot Trial 
which was held recently, and over 
which he presided. A number of the 
first year students were present to 
hear the reading of the Judgment. The 
facts, as admitted by both parties, 
wore substantially as follows: 

"A," a French subject resident in 
Paris, marries in Paris "It." ^l.sn ii 
French subject, and iilsn re.siflent in 
Paris. They lived together fnr ;i num- 
ber of years iir' Paris, and tlv-'ii inovcKl 
to Montreal, without niiy uvnwed in- 
tention of abandonitig tlieir l-'rencli 
domicile or acquiring iv new domicile 
in the Province of Quebec. "B" takes 
an action- before- the Superior Court of 
this Province, praying that she be de- 
clared separate as' to bed and board, 
from "A." 

Query — Has our Court Jurisdiction 
to grant the prayer of her action? 
The Judgment follow.-^: 
"Unlike tile usual judicial decisions, 
t am asked to an.swer this question, 
not ao much upon my own conviction 
as to what the law Is. but rather upon 
the merits of the very able arguments 
submitted to in" pro and con liy tin- 
learned Counsel representing the re- 
spective parties. , 

My task is at once rendered more 
easy, but not the less somewhat em- 
liarrassing. 

It is difficult to eliminate or ex- 
clude from consideration one's own 
opinion and consider Ip the abstract 
the arguments ns submitted. 

Let it lie -well tindcrstooil, that my 
decision will cast no reflection upmi 
the subniL-islon of lli<' Counsel who <lo 
not succeed In their prcl i-iisinn. 

The case wa.>i very cleiirly ami îilily 
presented, and 1 think it ini-rits niucli. 
and has received simir consldcrallim 
and sllghi elaboratinii frotn tne. 

It will be at first, anil at once, no- 
ticed, that tho question is not- purely 
and simply a question, as to what law 
should be applied in determining the 
right of the plaintiff to obtain the 
relief sought: in other .words, Is the 
Court without jurisdiction ratione ma- 
terle to hear the plaintiff at nil? fs 
the Court absolutely closed to her? It 
It is open to her, there mlghi arise 
the question as to the I.iw <ir what 
country application would have to lie 
given in determining lier suit. It 
might bp that the contriict liaving 
been maile in I-"riince, the lex lorl con 
tractlis should aiqdy, «lui timt the de 
fendant might plead, .-is u matter ot 
fact, tlic law nf l-'raiK-e, and liaving 
proved it. as ii matter of fact, the 
Court might iuive to give effect to 
that law. 

But that Is not the question In the 
present case; the question here is, 
whether the Court of the Province of 
Quebec Is competent to hear any com 
plaint whatever witli respect to the 
violation by the defendant of his ob 
ligations resulting from a French 
marriage.

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TBU£ EDUCATION. 

The graduate of a university is supposed to be better fitted for 

the business of life than his less fortunate comrade who has boen un- 
able to gain a university éducation. Four years of study and thought 
place a man in a iiioro advantageous position with' respect to the 
world tlian four .voars of work at the same aget This the world 
recognizes in tlic main as true, yet at the same time we hear on all 
sides, within the university and without, that knowledge of incrc 
facts, mere familiarity with books, mere technical knowledge of 
mathematics or philosophy, ia of little value to the college , graduate 
iu after life. 

This cannot well be denied, that the facts a college man actiuires 
in his study do not help him greatly in the problems of his life. Such 
facts as ho learns he usually forgets without undue delay, liut it is 
what the man has gained through the study of those facts that makes 
this cdiu'ittion valuable to him. A man who has studied something 
may later feel he has forgotten it, but he can never forget the un- 
conscious effect it has had on him. It is through this perhaps uucon- 
seious effect tliat ediieution is of value. A man may forget his 
books, but he will not forget the understanding he has gained 
through them. He may forget the courses he studied, but through 
them he has gained a power to appreciate, a power to nn<!erstand 
things of widely varied character, which will remain with hiin. It is 
in this that the college man has the advantage over the man without 
the opportunity for education. It is because of this power of amn-c- 
ciatiou and understanding, of ability to see the world in a truer light 
and with more nearly normal values, that the university man more 
often finds the world a better and happier place than his less for- 
tunate comrade. 

In the ultimate the greatest thing a man can take with him when 
he graduates is understanding, an ability to appreciate himself and 
tlie different aspects of the world in their true values. The man 
who understands a little why things are as they are, why certain causes 
must lead to certain effects, faces the world with a better assurance 
of living a valual)le life than the man who must grope blindly. It is 
for this that we stuily, that we may understand. And it is for this 
our faculties ask us to study deeply, because superficial study fails 
of the purpose of education. We could not be expected to study to 
any great extent if a little temporal knowledge of facts were the sole 
reward. But we 6an be expected to study if we know that there is a 
greater reward that will làst through life, true education, the ability 
to understand.

In defiance to the edict of the Stan- 
ford faculty agatnat American foot- 
ball, the atudents of Leland Stanford 
.Tr.. University yesterday attempted to 
organise an American football team, 
according to the morning Issues of 
the San I'ranclsco papers. Kighteen 
men turned out in suits, with 40 oth- 
ers signed up. 

This practically amounts to defiance 
of the ruling powers at Stanford, as 
President Hay U Wilbur, in his edict 
.'iKalii.Mt American football, declared 
that any or^-atiized attempt to revive 
the old Kame would pnihaldy result In 
the abolition of all intercollegiate ath- 
letics by .Stanford. The edict forbids 
the official playing of any game whic h 
makes use of interference, but the 
Stanford students say that they are 
Just praetleing for tbe tun of the 
game. 

In the absence of Dr. Wilbur, iJr. A. 
T. Murray, president of the athletic 
advisory board, aald, "American foot- 
ball wiU never be played as a college 
game at StMiford. If these few boya 
want to play for the fun of it. I don't 
care peraonally. 1 think that It would 
be InadTlaable, however, for them to 
attempt any conalderable agitation."

At one time, the French Court 
would not grant divorce, for the sim- 
ple reason that divorce was not at 
one time recognised, and It was con- 
sidered against public morality and 
public order. 

But while ths French Court wotild 
assume Jurisdiction In the matter, 
the French Cpurt would apply the law 
of the domicile (lex domicilii), which, 
in the case I cite would be also lax 
celebrationis — the law where the 
marriage was celebrated. 

I would state the modern French 
law on the subject as follows: Tho 
rights of the woman as a wife are 
regulated by foreign Inw when her 
husband is himself a foreigner; that 
Is to say, the French Court would en- 
tertain the demand of the wife and 
assert her rinhts as a married woman 
iiKalnst her husband. If she wsrs re- 
sident in France, although a forolgn- 
er, and if her husband wsre resident 
n France, and also a foreigner, but 
In ^determining her rights, the laws 
of their domicile and of their 
matrimonial domicile would be In- 
quired into and effect would be given 
to that law when proven. In other 
words, her rights would be determined 
by the law of her country, and not 
accordinR to the law of France. 1 
refer to Ciibaln In his book on tho 
Rights of Women (Droits de Femmes) 
in civil and Commercial matters. No, 

674. 

Therefore, In France, I conclude the 
French Court would assume Jurisdic- 
tion to deal with the compUInt of 
the wife In this case If the case were 
before a French Court, but might 
deal with It In a manner different 
from our Court But that Is of no 
Interest In the present case, as we are 
not dealing with what law would be 
applied, but whether there to an ab- 
solute lack of Jurisdiction. 

Now, 1 do not propose to deal fur- 
ther with the French or English law, 
but proceed at oiue to the considera- 
tion of our Code enactments. 

It is urged by tlic learned Counsel 
for the defendant. Jhat the whole 
matter is .settled ana determined by 
Art. 96 of our Code of Procedure, as 
read In conjunction with Art. 10S9, 

Art. 9* Is found In ehap. 19, and has 
for its capUoit— 1'lae* |Of Institutinc 
actions.'

This 
season the members are urged more 
than ever to take part in the pro- 
grammes, and It is expected that pa- 
pers by the students will constitute a 
part of every meeting. An innovation 
in the form of a French debate will 
also be brought in this season. As 
usual, the Cërcle will have some meet- 
ings in conjunction with the Soclete 
of the R. y. C. (It was astonishing 
to note with what applause this an 
nouncement wan greeted.) 

The chalrmnii then culled upon Dr. 
Vlllard, the -:iry iiresiiient, to 

address tho n.i ^Vl(ll hia usual 

eloquence unil i^ootl humour, Dr. Vll- 
lard gave a short and very Interesting 
talk on the beauty and Importance ol 
the French language. As far back as 
the Twelfth Century, French was held 
to be one of the most beautiful of the 
languages of the world; foreigners as 
well as Frenchmen were united In Its 
praise. Now it Is the language of 
diplomacy, and, added the speaker, of 
love. 

Compared to It, the English lan- 
guage Is wantlnif in Its power to 
please the femiiilur I'Mr; llii' Frenrh 
is much better I'lUcil to niiiUe pretty 
speeches, and extra-, ivpiuit conipll- 
meiits. The Cercle offerw it splendid 
opportunity to Its metnliiTS of learn- 
ing this language through practice, 
and therefore should receive the hearty 
support of all. 

"French*" said pr, Vlllard, "Is tak- 
ing on a greater importance at the 
present time, since it Is the language 
spoken on the great battlefields of the 
present war. At Verdun, ot) the 
Somme, on the Alsne, French is al- 
most exclusively apoUen. The Brltish 
and Canadian soldiers, who are ho 
nobly doloK their duty there can find 
many opportunities for heli'lnn and 
comforting the people about the bat- 
tlefields If they are capable of under- 
standinK their spe>rh. and mal<lng 
.themselves inui'^r.Ktood In return. 8ome 
iMcdill men, indied, have written la- 
menting the fact that while at Col- 
lege they did not pay much attention 
to their French studies, and are so lit- 
tle acquainted with the languags of 
ths people among whom thay are 
fighting." Ths speaker remarked 
that he was glad to see so many of 
the students at the meeting In uni- 
form. They, too, were Interested In 
and affected by the war, and It was 
extremely fitting that they should 
■how this by their presence In khaki. 
Throughout Dr. Vl lard made fre- 
quent humorous allusions to several 
of the members present, and the talk 
as a whole was well worth the Inter- 
est and attention with which the au- 
dience listened to It. 

There was some discussion about 
the days on which meetings are to be 
held, and It Is probable that the next 
meeting Will take place on Tuesday, 
Dec. 8, A paper by one of the stu- 
dents will be a part of the programme. 
Several of the members expressed 
their views on different mutters con- 
nected with the society, displaying on 
the whole quite an ability to speak 
French, At about eight o'clock, ono 
of the most successful meetings In 
the hU^afitd th* Cercle, adjourned. 



Art. 1091 reads: "No suit for sep- 
aration from bed and board can be 
brought except wttj^ln the Jurisdiction 
stated In Art. •< of this Code.' 
Now, let us deal with Art. 9«. 
For the purpose of administering 
our laWB, the Province of Quebec is di- 
vided Into Judicial dlstriets, and as a 
general statement, the Jurisdiction of 
the Courts of each district is terri- 
torial; it Is limited to the territory 
covered by the district. 

The article provides, that if either 
the husband or wife wishes to insti- 
tute an action in separation as to bed 
and board, or as to property only, the 
tribunal or Court competent to hear 
that caae Is tho Court of the domicile 
ot the husband. 

If the word ^mietlar means legal 
domicile' It to quite tinneoessary to 
mention the domicile of the husband, 
because there is only the legal domi- 
cile of the husband and no other. The 
wife has no domicile separate from 
her husband; she may have a resi- 
dence: but 'if the husband has left 
his domicile,' says the article: What 
does that mean? if It means, hae left 
his legal domicile, then ho must have 
acquired another, because by the fic- 
tion of law a man Is never without a 
domicile; and why should the article 
say. It he has left bis domldW aomo- 
thlnc etoe might bo done.' U the ar- 
th« word 'domMle,'

sel convinces me, that It ths word 
•domicile" means 'legal domicile,' as 
dlstlngtiished from "residence,' then 
the expression the last common domi- 
cile ot the consorts" means nuthin»; at 
all. There Is no such a thing as the 
common legal domicile of the husband 
and wife. The wife has no domicile 
to make common with her husband. 
There Is a common 'residence.' 

Now I take the meaning of this ar- 
ticle to be, to Illustrate If the hus- 
band la residing In the district of 
Quebec, the wife must summon him 
in this acUon before the Court of that 
district; butaif ha had left the dis- 
trict of Quebeo, and was no longer 
residing there, and his residence, even 
if it were unknown, and tho husband 
and wife had previously occupied a 
common domicile or residence In the 
district of Quebec, then he could ue 
summoned before the court of the 
district of Quebec; If he had left the 
district of Quebec— deserting hls wife, 
for Instance, and had taken up his 
residence in the City of Montreal, then 
I have no doubt, in like manner, he 
could be summoned, and should be 
summoned, before the Court of the 
district of Montreal. * 

All this leads me to the statement, 
that the word 'domicile' means 'resi- 
dence," and does not mean 'legal domi- 
cile' as well understood and defined In 
International law. 

Support Is found for this statement 
In many of the subsequent Articles of 
our Code of Procedure: 

Art. S8; "In actions In warranty 
and in continuance of suit, the de- 
fendants are Bummcmed at the place 
where the principal action was 
brought, wheresoever tbeiç domicile 
may be,' 

Clearly this means 'residence.' 

Art. 100: 'In ever real or mixed 
action tho defendant may bo sum- 
moned before tho Court of his domi- 
cile, or before that of tho place where 
the object In disputa is situated.' 

If a foreigner wore residing In the 
City ot Montreal, and an action were 
to bo taken against him in connection 
with some real estate situated In tin 
district of Quebec, ho might be sum 
moned before the Court of Honolulu 
he might be immoned before the 
Court at Montreal; and surely It 
would not be pretended that this Ar- 
ticle, meant that he might be sum- 
moned before the Court of Honolulu 
If he happened to lie a Japanese, and 
his domicile of origin was Japanese; 
If it meant that the Article would be 
utteriy meaningless. What right have 
our Legislators to say, that a Japan- 
ese may be summoned before a Court 
In Japan. 

Art. 101 1 "When a real action has 
for lU object an Immoveable or Im- 
moveables situated partly In one dis- 
trict or circuit and partly In another, 
the ault may he brought in either, or 
in the district or circuit where the de- 
fendant has his domlotlo.' Cleariy It 
means his 'residence.' 

Art 102: 'In matters of succession 
the parties are summoned before the 
Court of the district where tho suc- 
cession devolves, If It opens In the 
Province of Quebec, othorwlso before 
that of the place where tho property 
Is situated, or of tho domlcilo ot the 
defendant, or any ono of the defend - 
nAts.' See Article 123. 

In Art. 10» we . see the word 're- 
siding' Introduced. If there are sev- 
eral defendahU residing in different 
districts, etc. , .u. I 

it would have been better. I think, 
if the word 'residence' or 'residiuK' 
had been v- iformly adhered lo.

way affectd the Jurisdiction of our 
Courts Kcnerally. viewed from the 
viewpoint of international law; but 
the Art. 96 and succeeding Articles 
■Imply, purport to deal with the Juris- 
diction of the different courts of the 
different distrtcts within the territor- 
ial limits of our Province. 

Now, coming to Art. 6 of the Civil 
Code: I read par. 8 only:— 

•The laws of Lower Canada rela- 
tive to persons apply to all persons 
beioB therein, even tO thOSe ttot domi- 
ciled there.' 
'The law of marriage, or the law 
KovernlnB husband and wife, is a law 
relatinR to personH. Marrlaije in re- 
co(çnl»ed an a- union; call It a 'civir 
contract' or call It by any name you 
choose. It Is recognised as a tie or 
Uen which createa certain rights, and 
elves rise to certain obligation*. These 
rlgbta are raeoverahle by "an action 
before the dvll Courts. These otoU- 
gatlone, fn like manner, are enforce- 
able before the Courts, Just as obli- 
gations arieing from any other con- 
tract are enforceable hy the Courts. 

We find then, realdlng In the Prov- 
ince of Quebec, two perBonn with a 
forelBn domicile, who have contracted 
a foreign marrlaK*; they are mutually 
bound to each other; they are each 
debtors to the other for certain obll- 
Batlnns arlBing from that union: they 
are each the creditor of the otht-r for 
certain recognised and enforceable 
rlRhts flowing from the fact of raar- 
riagre. 

For the purpose of this opinion, and 
for that purpose only, I call that a 
eiyil contract. If it is a misnomer, it 
la certainly a contract recognised by 
(Centimietf *n.^ago A.)

Now If A and B in the present case 
.vere not husband and wife, but were 
(US A and H arel fureigncra residing 
n the I'rovluce of Quebec, and Ihcy 
lad entered into a ctuitract in I'uris, 
,)y which each was bound towards 
Lhe other, for the fulfilment of cer- 
aln ohllKations. and became the pos- 
essor of certain enforceable rights, 
)ur Courts in this . Province, without 
.oubt. y*uld have full Jurisdiction to 
•nciuire Into that contract, and would 
lave full Jurisdiction to determine the 
.-Ights and obligations of the parties 
mdnr that contract. 

It is not necessary for me to say, 
.or the purposes of this opinion, but 

do say— that probably in determln- 
ng the riKhts of the parties, our 
•ouris would apply tile law of the lex 
oci contractiis. 

If there had lieen it breach of that 
ontract by one of the i)artles, ami 
iuch breach was reparable In dnm- 
.fes, I see no reason why our Courts 
would not have jurisdiction to award 
lamuges. 

Now, In the case before us, if by 
the law of France the husband is 
uound to support his wife, and Is not 
entitled to heat his wife on pain— 
.'or the omission, of one and for the 
commission of the other— of giving rise 
to an action in separation aw to bed 
md board; supposing that Is the law 
of Trance, as it is our law, and (liese 
two people are llviuK lu our territory, 
md the husband omits lo do wliai he 
duiiild ilo, and what he contr.ieted lo 
dn, anil he does what he is not en- 
titled to do, and which he contrncteil 
not to do, I see no good reason why 
our Courts lisvc not Jurisdiction to 
emiulre Into and determine ' the re- 
spective rights of the parties, under 
the circumstances disclosed and prov- 
en before tbe Court.

be created, that two foreigners, resi- 
dent In Montreal, and having made a 
civil or commercial contract In their 
foreign ciiuntry, each has recourse the 
one against the other for the fulfil- 
ment ot thnt contract or a punish- 
ment for Its breach, but the man who 
contracts marrlage%n a foreign coun- 
try and brings his wife to reside in 
Montreal may violate every condition 
of his contract and be absolutely Im- 
mune from attack before our Courts. 

It is generally, I think, conceded, 
that under the circumstances of the 
present case, as In the case stated, 
our Courts would have Jurisdiction 
to order the payment' of alimony to 
the wife from her ftusband. The ob- 
ligation to pay alimony is born of the 
contract of marriage— Is bom of the 
fact ot marriage; It is no more serious 
an obHgatlOtl i than that lo refrain 
from t>eatlftt his wife. The wife Is 
given relief by the jurisdiction of our 
Court.s in the one, but Is denied any 
relief In the much more Serious 
breach of the other. 

lîy our law, and by the law of most 
civilized countries, the wife is bound 
to follow her husband wherever he 
Roes, lie is hound to receive and suc- 
cor lier; if he leaves France for Mont- 
real she follows hlin; he refuses to 
receive her: he refuses to do any- 
thing that he should do, and he does 
everything that he should not do, and 
she is utterly helpless, so far as ap- 
plying to our Courts Is concerned: if 
she leaves him and goes hack to 
France It will be said she deserted 
her husband, and she may forfeit her

In other words, if our < ourts Imve 
no JurlBdlCtlon over luislpaod and wife
